EDUCATION WEEK 



Catholic Action Defined and Discussed 
on November 13th 



Catholic Education Week, observed 
throughout the United States from 
November 9 to 13, was closed at St. 
Teresa by a general program of talks 
on Catholic Action. 

The honorary speaker, the Rev. 
Mathias Knespler, outlined the history 
of Catholic Action, his purpose being 
to prove that while Catholic Action as 
a term may be something relatively 
new, as an event it dates back to the 
Advent of Christ upon earth. 

“The Catholic Church formed Cath- 
olic Education Week from the Ameri- 
can Education Week, for the specific 
purpose of acquainting the laity with 
the work of the schools, their needs 
and their objectives, for never in the 
history of our nation has the need of 
Catholic education been more appar- 
ent.” So stated Mary Ruark the first 
speaker on the program. 

The words of our Holy Father the 
Pope, that “Catholic Action is action 
and as such it is every effort of life; 
it is to live and to do,” were stressed 
by Trenetta Grogan in her talk on 
Catholic Action. She further stated 
that if Catholics are to influence 
others they must personally exemplify 
Christian ideals and principles. 

Anna Elizabeth Darby represented 
the high school on the program, and 
chose her subject “Catholic Action 
and Student Life.” In her talk Miss 
Darby traced Catholic Action in stu- 
dent life, and offered a few practical 
suggestions for the further carrying 
out of Catholic Action in student acti- 
vity. 

That the family is the most import- 
ant factor in the nation, and that the 
family will not be able to maintain its 
lofty position without following the 
banner of united Catholic Action, were 
two points especially stressed by Grace 
Holloway in her talk on Catholic Ac- 
tion and the Family. 

The program was preceded by the 
singing of the Star Spangled Banner, 
and followed by the singing of Holy 
God, We Praise Thy Name.

The Physics class of the Academy, 
some members of which are on the 
Teresian staff, took an interesting 
trip to the Kansas City Star, Novem- 
ber 16. The purpose of the visit was 
to make a practical inspection of the 
machinery, and incidentally to gain 
some knowledge of newspaper edit- 
ing and publishing. 

Arriving at the Star building at 
two o’clock the group was met at 
the entrance by Mr. Carl Bradberg 
the official guide. They immediate- 
ly ascended to the third foor. Here 
they were first shown the studios of 
WDAF, and the 1000-watt transmit 
ter in the operators’ room. They were 
next shown the reference library and 
the “morgue.” They learned that 
the latter includes pictures of every 
news event of any importance, and of 
all personages who have been or 
might be expected to be featured in 
news. The students viewed with 
surprise the mechanism of the Asso- 
ciated Press room which collects and 
distributes the important news of 
the world. 

The editorial section was next visit- 
ed. It is here that the City desk, the 
heart of the newspaper, is located. 
This section is also devoted to news, 
exchange, markets, real-estate, so- 
ciety, music, sports, features and is 
connected with the special wires of the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph. 
The art department is a supplement to 
this section and the various members 
of the visiting group were fortunate 
I enough to see many of the noted art- 
ists of the Star’s staff at work. The 
cartoon and fashion illustrations es- 
pecially held their interest.

College Invited to Join 
Phi Theta Kappa 

| Character and Scholarship the Basis 
of Membership 



Phi Theta Kappa, a national honor 
scholastic society, has invited St. Te- 
resa to establish a chapter of the 
sorority. 

The organization is founded upon 
high standards of character, scholar- 
ship, leadership, and citizenship, and 
its purpose is to foster a spirit of de- 
votion to study and to scholarly 
ideals. 

The student council has expressed 
its appreciation for the honor con- 
ferred upon it in being invited to 
membership in this society. Steps 
are being taken to secure a charter. 
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The Catholic University 

An emergency finance and development program for 
the Catholic University of America is being sponsored 
by the American Hierarchy. This fact makes us realize 
that Catholic students ought to know more about the 
University. 

The Catholic University was founded in 1887 at Wash- 
ington, D. C. In America this marked the beginning of 
that higher Catholic education which for so long had 
been the glory of many European countries. Previous to 
this time the Church in America was not making much 
headway in providing for the adequate educational needs 
of the people. Bishop John Lancaster Spalding, realizing 
this fact made plea after plea for the establishment of 
an American Catholic University where Americans might 
“learn the repose and the dignity which belongs to their 
ancient Catholic descent and yet not lose the fire which 
glows in the blood of a new people.” Not much was done 
toward this purpose until 1884 after the Third Plenary 
Council of Baltimore, when the American Bishops ap- 
pealed to Pope Leo XIII to give his sanction and support 
to the establishment of such a university. To this ap- 
peal the Soverign Pontiff gladly acceded. By 1889 plans 
were completed for the opening of the Catholic Univer- 
sity of America in Washington, and its career began 
auspiciously when Leo XIII gave it a constitution which 
provides that it will ever be under the special guidance 
and direction of the Soverign Pontiff. 

This university provides leadership for Catholic educa- 
tional efforts of the Church, and insures the attainment 
and maintenance of the highest standards in Catholic 
schools and colleges. For more than forty years it has 
served the Church throughout the country. 

Further knowledge of the aims and achievements of 
the University and its relation to the educational pro- 
gress of the Church in America are supplied by pamph- 
lets which have been issued by the survey Council of the 
Catholic University. Copies of these are on file in the 
College library. 



Scholarship 

Scholarship is an ideal comparable to sainthood. It 
is the perfection of education just as sainthood is the 
perfection of religion. It is the goal of every student as 
sainthood is the goal of every soul. 

But the ideal of scholarship, like the ideal of sanctity, 
can be attained by few; and true scholarship, like true 
holiness, requires too great a devotion, too much study, 
too constant application, and offers too meager public 
rewards to be desired by many. It is true that scholar- 
ship requires a long and serious apprenticeship, that it 
demands whole-hearted application on the part of the 
aspirant, that it demands perseverance; but it is also 
true that the inner pleasure it gives is most satisfying 
and that its intellectual rewards are bountiful. We all 
have experienced the pleasure of knowing, of understand- 
ing. How great, then, how lasting must be the delight 
of a truly profound scholar in his comprehensive know- 
ledge and large understanding. The miser does not find, 
in his superabundant wealth, half the pleasure that the 
scholar finds in the contemplation of the overflowing 
richness of his knowledge. 

If learning and knowledge have any attractions for 
us, we should not be daunted by the difficulties that may 
hinder the attainment of them. Only three qualifications 
are necessary to those of us who desire to become schol- 
ars. First, we must have, not a mere liking, but a sound 
love of study so that we may be able to find real delight 
in every advance we make. Second, we must be willing 
to work, “to strive, to seek, to find, and not to yield” 
in matters of learning. We must be able to persevere, to 
continue unflagging in our advance toward our goal. 
Lastly we must be able to understand whatever learn- 
ing we discover for ourselves or receive from others. If 
we possess these qualifications, the means of attaining 
our objective will present itself to us. 

There are varying degrees and numerous kinds of 
scholarship, just as sainthood may be achieved in various 
degrees and in various ways. Few of us will ever at- 
tain such a high degree of erudition as to merit the ap- 
pellation “scholar”, just as few of us will ever be so

in the eyes of others as to be called saints; yet, as each of 
us, to enter heaven, must have attained some measure of 
holiness, some degree of sanctity, so each of us to gradu- 
ate from college, must have attained some degree of 
scholarship. , 

It is our immediate purpose to attain that measure of 
learning necessary for graduation. But, to that measure, 
comparatively small though it may be, the same ideals, 
the same standard of achievement should apply as to 
more profound learning. Genuine love of study should 
arouse and maintain our interest in scholastic pursuits; 
willingness to work should extend to painstaking and 
thorough research outside class assignment. 

If our native intelligence is supplemented, during the 
few years of college work, by a love of study, and by 
voluntary effort, we will lay a firm foundation for 
scholarship upon which later, advanced study will rear a 
i stately edifice. 



The Spirit of Christmas 

Jesus Christ, God’s Christmas gift to the world! God, 
the Father and Creator of all things, sacrificed to His 
creatures His only Son. He, the Lord of Heaven and 
Earth, really began the custom of willing gifts which has 
come down to us. 

On Christmas day our joy will be purer, sweeter, if 
we give freely from our store, be it great or small. For 
sacrifice is in very truth the spirit of Christmas. The 
shepherds, following the instructions of the angel, found 
the Christ and offered all they had to give — their lambs, 
the choicest of the flock. The Magi, priests of a foreign 
religion, realizing the fulfillment of prophecy, were 
guided by the Star. They too offered gifts, symbolic of 
kingship, worship, and atonement. 

God has given Himself to us; let us at least give 
unselfishly to His children, and count it joy, especially 
when the giving means sacrifice. The presents of cloth- 
ing we would have so gladly given to Him, let us give to 
some little child of our own time. The food, the fire ,the 
comfort we would have shared with Mary and Joseph, 
and their precious Charge, let us bring to some cold, 
hungry family that we know.

Catholics should be especially interested in a letter 
signed M. A. B., published in this month’s Ladies Home 
Journal. M. A. B. tells us that the world, far from 
being in the irreligious state we hear so much about, is 
craving for religion. The writer further states that 
more Catholics proportionately speaking, go to church 
than members of any other denomination, and the reason 
is that the Catholic Church alone possesses the True 
Presence. 

The Reformation has robbed millions of the peace and 
quite that come with a knowledge of truth. Its newness 
has at length worn off, and in its path left famine, for 
it has snatched the Food of Life from all except the 
Catholics. 

The protestant church hasn’t that warmth that one 
feels where the sanctuary lamp hangs. They haven’t the 
atmosphere of love and understanding, for the living 
spirit of God is absent.

JESSE AND MARIA 
Baroness Von Handel Mazette 
(Holt and Company, $2.50) 

Over twenty-five years ago a book 
with its setting in Austria, around the 
Danube River was written by Baron- 
ess Von Handel. But all these years 
her story of “Jesse and Marie” has 
remained in obscurity to the English 
speaking people. It was not until 
this year - , the one in which Baroness 
celebrates her sixtieth birthday, that 
George Shuster, managing Editor of 
“Commonweal”, turned the German 
text into a most interesting and ac- 
curate English narrative. 

The Barroness’ book takes us back 
to the Austria of the seventeenth cen- 
tury when Lutheranism was a menace 
to the state, when the state was forced 
to defend itself; when the Church was 
obliged to preserve the purity of her 
doctrines and save the souls of her 
members; when fanatics swept 
through the country and disturbed the 
peaceful life of the Austrian peasants. 

Characterizing and symbolizing the 
religious wars are Jesse and Maria: 
Jesse, the proud, young nobleman, the 
hot-blooded Lutheran; Maria, the for- 
rester’s fearless and beautiful young 
spouce, the symbol of valiant woman- 
hood. There are passages in this story 
that once read will never be forgotten. 
How vividly that picture of the Royal 
Commission stands out. Could one 
ever forget Marie, the peasant, defy 
before the representatives of the King, 
the proud, well-educated Jesse?

This is a story which pictures the 
age in all its realism, with its ugli- 
ness, bitterness, and confusion of 
ideas. 

For an afternoon of real enjoy- 
ment visit the Danube valley with the 
“poet of Austrian Baroque” and see a 
true drama of life and history through 
the eyes of one who has lived there all 
her life.

“IN MY END IS MY BEGINNING” 
By Maurice Baring 
(Alfred A. Knopf, Inc., $3.75) 

The title, “In My End is My Be- 
ginning,” and the undeniable beauty 
of the death mask of Mary Queen of 
Scots which the publisher has repro- 
duced on the first page of the book 
makes the November choice of the 
Catholic-Book-of-the-Month-Club an 
attractive selection. The author, Mau- 
rice Baring, very clearly explains the 
idea from where he obtained this 
cleaver and unusual title in the pre- 
face. It was upon the Chair of State 
of the Queen of Scots that this in- 
scription, her motto, was embroidered. 

In several ways the motto symbol- 
izes the Queen. Setting aside the ques- 
tion of whether the death of Mary 
Stuart was, as some are wont to be- 
lieve, the martyring of a saint, or 
merely a skillful piece of acting, it can 
hardly be doubted that practically and 
politically the end of Queen Mary was 
her beginning, for at her execution, 
James Stuart, her son, ascended the 
thrones of England and Scotland, and 
he lived to rule both kingdoms. 

The book is the story of Mary 
Stuart from her childhood until the 
beginning of her end. Her life is 
narrated most interesting through the 
eyes of her four ladies-in-waiting, 
Mary Seton, Mary Beton, Mary 
Livingston, and Mary Fleming, each of 
whom viewed the same disastrous ruin 
in a different manner. By allowing 
us to see the same ill-fated scenes 
through four angles the author re- 
veals the characters of the four gentle- 
women with the Queen’s. 

Probably the most impressive and 
the most beautifully told scene in the 
book is the beheading and burial of 
the Queen, which is viewed through 
the eyes of Jane Kennedy, for in the 
death of Mary, the final failure of her 
life is somehow its greatest victory.

Forty- 
one linotypes are in constant opera- 
tion in this room and each is equipped 
with an individual motor. Each mach- 
ine is capable of turning out one and 
one-half columns of type an hour. 

The girls next inspected the second 
floor where the distributing and mail- 
ing room is located. This room seem- 
ed to lack the activity so characteristic 
of the other divisions. This inactivity 
the guide assured them, was only tem- 
porary and would soon be replaced by 
energetic action, since it is this dep- 
artment which fills, labels and routes

The boiler room 
and the engine room with their huge 
complex machines were seen last.

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Miss Gramm Gives 

Dietetic Advice 

Faddish “Starving” Condemned 

In a recent lecture before the stu- 
dents of the college and academy, Miss 
Gramm, dietician at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, presented to the underweight 
and overweight students a solution of 
their respective weight problems. She 
enumerated the different classes of 
food and explained the use and the 
value of each. 

“Avoid, as much as possible, fats 
and sugars,” she said to overweights. 
“Cut down on the amounts of all foods 
you eat. See that your daily diet con- 
tains sufficient proteins. Eat plenty 
of green vegetables and fresh fruits. 
Take exercise. Try to leave the 
table hungry, but be sure to eat suf- 
ficent food to maintain health. If 
your diet,” she added, “causes you to 
lose more than two pounds a week, 
increase the amount of food.” She 
warned them, especially, against fad- 
dish diet and explained the dangers of 
the unnatural slimness which people 
desire in order to be fashionable. 

But to the underweight she told a 
different story. She advised them to 
increase the use of all nourishing 
foods, but to avoid the excessive use 
of starches, sugars, and fats. “Take 
exercise, avoid eating between meals, 
eat heartily but moderately at three 
regular meals each day. 

After the lecture, Miss Gramm an- 
swered all questions regarding diet.

Noted by a Senior

That the seal of the United States 
treasury, which is placed upon each 
piece of paper money, bears the ab- 
breviations of the Latin words, “The- 
sauri Amerieani Septentrionalis Si- 
gilum,” meaning “Seal of the Treas- 
ury of North America.” 

The the name academy was applied 
originally to an olive grove of An- 
cient Athens used as a gymnasium.
